The Appellant is requesting a Special Exception to the Westfield-Washington Zoning Ordinance
(WC 16.04.125, B1) to adlow a wireless communication tower and facility in the AG-SF1
District.

Miller reviewed the petition stating this petition has been through TAC at which time Westfield
Public Works issued a letter with certain requests as well as the Westfield Fire Department that
requested a written commitment from the owner with certain and information including alist of
chemicals to be stored on site. He further stated the Hamilton County Surveyor’s Office
informed the petitioner that the location would likely be in a regulated drain area and asked for
additional information. Further Miller explained that the appellant is asking for an encroachment
permit to be inside the actual existing easement and the Hamilton County Drainage Board has
granted the encroachment permit. Miller stated the staff’s recommendation is to deny the request
based on findings one and six of the staff report.

Mr. Matt Price, Bingham McCale, introduced guests and presented details of the special
exception request. Price addressed the staff concerns regarding whether the tower is safe to
adjoining properties and presented a letter from the structural engineer stating the tower will be
built to applicable construction standards for these types of facilities all over the country,
specifically for atower located in Hamilton County, Indiana. He aso discussed co-location. He
stated this facility meets all the requirements for the Westfield Zoning Ordinance. He aso
discussed whether there is a need for this structure or whether there are other alternative
locations and buildings. Price also discussed the fact that Westfield does not have a “fall zone”
requirement but that this project meets the setback requirements.

Raines moved to approve 0810-SE-02.
Graham seconded, and the motion passed 4-0.
Miller welcomed Matt Skelton as the new Community Development Director.
